BOARD OF TRADE RETUKNS FOR JANUARY. 


‘Tur returns of our foreign trade in January show rather 
less satisfactory results than have been exhibited of late, 
‘owing perhaps in a measure to the increased anxiety which 
has been felt in regard to the position of affairs on the 
Continent. The imports show a considerable increase, 
‘but the expansion in the exports is comparatively small,

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- BUSINESS IN THE UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

Current reports concerning the condition of trade in 
“ain more particularly at ‘0, St Louis, 
= City, and Boston, incline one to the be that the 
outlook is for a large and prosperous business after the 
lst of February. Manufacturers and jobbers in many 
de ts of commerce have made quite favourable 
reports concerning the volume of goods sold during 1887, 
and are now making rosy reports as to the outlook. One 
recalls the unprecedented pig-iron, coal, and steel rail 
production of last year, and the unparalleled extension and 
construction of railways; and with generally optimistic 
re as to general trade at the cities named,and at 
Monee lis, St Paul, Omaha, St Joseph, Louisville, 
New Orleans, Denver, and other interior centres of dis- 
tribution, the natural conclusion is drawn that 1888 bids 
fair to rival, if not outdo, its predecessor in the matter of 
uction, consumption, and profits. This, however, 
appears to be a rather superficial view, when based on the 
data actually at hand. I would not be understood as in 
any sense predicting the reverse of the view just outlined ; 
the claim is simply that such a construction of the 
prospects is not fully warranted. 
' The region affected by the short Indian corn crop last 
summer will not furnish as active a demand for staples 
and other commodities this year (to September next, at 
any rate) as in preceding ones. This includes 
rtions of Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, 
ebraska, and Iowa. Collections from country 
merchants at interior towns in this region are 
already showing the effects of losses to farmers from 
the diminished Indian corn crop, and the real outlook 
there is for only a moderate trade for some months to 
come. Labour troubles, too, are carrying with them a 
significance of something underlying the situation, which 
does not harmonise with a conception of well-rounded 
prosperity for months to come in the matter of increasing 
sales at full and advancing prices. Coal has seldom been 
sold at as high prices as at the present time, yet 50,000 
coal miners are striking for an 8 per cent. advance of 
wages, which the seven companies deny them. This is 
reacting upon many of the Eastern manufacturin 
industries, both on account of scarcity of fuel, ae 
because of the increased cost of production. The pros- 
pect, with a continuance of the miners’ strike, is for a 
reduced output of pig iron, as well as of many other 
staples, for the production of which anthracite coal is an 
important factor. One year ago we were chroniclin 
many and various advances of wages of industrial 
em , iron, textile, steel, and other workers, but to- 
day the reverse is true. A large steel works, at Troy, 
New York, has shut down because the employés will not 
‘jj accept a 10 per cent. reduction of wages. Over 2,000 
blast furnace employés at Pittsburgh and vicinity are 
striking for an advance of 4} per cent., while their 
employers are insisting on a reduction of 10 per cent. in 
the rate of wages. The date is approaching for fixing the 
wages of the Philadelphia iron mill men, and their 
employers will endeavour to have them reduced. A like 
story comes almost daily from many points upon the 
industrial horizon. Notwithstanding that railway earnings 
have been large aw 1887, particularly since April, it 
will be recalled that the stronger of the dividend payers 
have not enlarged their dividends. Stocks of a 
number of staple goods are low, as compared 
with January Ist in preceding years, but, with the excep- 
tion of cotton fabrics, prices generally do not appear to 
growing stronger. considering its statistical 
quotation, “should be higher,” but it is not. Cotton is 
somewhat uncertain, between the low crop reports and 
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crop trade-belief. Petroleum responds, 
because of the jack-screw operation of combinatio, 
reduce production. Wool manufacturers continue to 
cautiously, and, with good stocks and prices for 
weight goods likely to be no higher, if as high, ag { 
were one year ago, have a tangible excuse for taking 
exceptionally bearish view of the price of wool. 
The tariff talk, in and out of Congress ang 
newspapers, is alleged, by the more rampant of the 
high protectionists, to have had, and to promise ‘tol 
continue to have, “ a depressing effect upon industries | 
generally ;” but the announcement contains no other | 
quality entitling it to respect than extreme age. A num. | 
ber of steel and iron and other factories, which shut down | 
recently for a few weeks, as is not unusual at the close of | 
the year, were said to have done so, in this in | 
because of the promise of tariff legislation—presumably 
of a revision of the tariff, in the direction of lower rates of | 
duty ; but the statements have not been traced, so far ag | 
I can learn, to any responsible source. As in the past, | 
so in the future, if Congress should get so far ag | 
to attempt to legislate respecting the enlargement of 
the free list, or the reduction of the duties upon | 
a few articles which are not produced in the United | 
States, there is no reasonable ground to doubt that 
some manufacturers who rely largely upon a tariff | 
to prevent competition (rather than for existenee) 
will leave no stone unturned to — the impression to | 
go abroad, that tinkering with the tariff has greatly : 
unsettled business ; in which case, if repairs are in order, 
or, if for any other reason a number of large establish. | 
ments may be shut down without heavy losses, one may 
expect to read announcements of the same, and find that 
the cause is the abominable tariff tinkering. The perti- 
nence of speculations of this nature at the opening of 
a Presidential year is plain. Years in which six months 
or more are given over to electing a President are not 
likely to be marked with the highest possible develop. 
ment of commerce and industry. In brief, 1888 looks as 
if it promised a continuance of the irregular and 
moderately satisfactory trade of 1886 and 1887, with, 
exgeeagst @ general tendency towards paving the way 
or &@ more prosperous c in the succeeding year. 
Business failures in 1887, while showing a marked 
improvement in the underlying business conditions by 
their approach to what appears to be the normal com- 
mercial death-rate in proportion to the total engaged in 
production and distribution, leave something to be done 
in the way of improvement. And may it not be left 
for 1888 to acoomplish this? In case of a serious 
war abroad, of course, all calculations based upon 
the normal would be useless. The record of strikes 
of industrial employée in 1886 and for five 
preceding years published by the National Labour 
Bureau is of great value, but mainly as a basis for com- 
oe when reports for this and later years shall have 
nmade. The number of strikes by years for six years 
are given, but the number of men engaged in them 
instead of being reported for like periods, is given im 
one lump total for the whole of the six years. 
Yet much of the data furnished is quite instructive. In 
Bradstreet’s this week are compiled the results of strikes 
in the United States in 1887 as compared with 1886, as 
reported to that journal, and including only those which 
have been of sufficient importance to attract attention out- 
side of the shops or factories where they took place. 
Bradstreet’s reports only 350 strikes for 1886, against the 
Government's 1,400, but the former total is stated to 
consist of only the more important disturbances. As it 
includes 450,000 strikers, one-third of the total reported 
by the Government as having been on strike in the sit 
years, 1881-6, it is possible that 1,050 other strikes 0 
1886 were exceptionally small affairs. From the news- 
paper report referred to, it is noted that but 350,000 
employés struck in 1887, as against 450,000 to 500,000 | 
in 1886. The excess is due, no doubt, to the phenom 
number striking in May, 1886 (“short-hour " & 
mands), the total for that month being over | 
150,000 in excess of the aggregate for May, 1887. | 
In 1887 nearly 40 per cent. of the strikers succeeded, wholly | 
orin part, in their demands; while only 20 per cent. of them | 
were equally successful in 1886. About two-thirds of the 
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strikers in 1887 were in search of better wages, or the same 
wages with fewer hours’ work daily ; while about one-fourth 
of them were endeavouring to enforce Union regulations 
on their employers. There being 884 strikes reported in 
1887, shows a distinct increase in the strike habit. When 
the totals for 1887 and 1886 are added the result is 
startling. Within two years, as reported (estimated in 

),no less than 850,000 employée have been on strike 
or longer or shorter periods, a number nearly equal to 
one-third of the total number of men, women, and children 
engaged at industrial employment in the United States in 
1880, a total nearly equal to the population of Chicago and 
Baltimore, or to two-thirds of the entire population of 
New York City. Of these, about 30 per cent. have received 
what they demanded, wholly or in part—but at what cost? 
Who ean tell the amount of wages sacrificed, the indefinite 
losses from work delayed and business untransacted? It 
may be fairly questioned whether, in the long run, the 
actual good resulting—and there is certainly some good in 
it all—is worth the sacrifice; but, of course, few, 
if any, reflections of this nature underlie the strikes them- 
selves. 


THE DIRECTION AND EXTENT OF OUR FOREIGN 
TRADE IN 1887. 


Tue Board of Trade returns published this week contain 
some interesting tables showing the extent of our import 
and export trade in 1887, with each foreign country and 
British colony or possession. These show that in 1887 
our foreign trade expanded more than our colonial trade, 
which it exceeds in value from three to four times. The

Taking the imports first, we see that the value of our 
> ng from foreign countries in 1887 exceeded the valuein 
1886 by 10,525,000/, or nearly 4 per cent., while the increase 
in our colonial imports amounted to only 2,038,000/, or 25 
per cent. The gain of 10} millions in the former case is 
not due to larger imports from one or two countries, but is 
the result of a widely distributed improvement. Russia, 
owing to better crops, has sent us increased quantities of 
cereals, flax, hemp, and seeds (flax and linseed), the total 
gain amounting to nearly 2} millions. Our imports from 
Germany show an increase of over 3 millions, of which 
more than one-half is due to augmented purchases of raw 
and refined beet-sugar, and with the exception of Austria, 
Turkey, and Sweden, our imports from every other con- 
tinental country have increased, the gain being especially 
marked in the case of Roumania. From Egypt we have 
imported more than in 1886, but less from China and 
Java, to the extent of 1} millions and nearly 1 million 
respectively. The decline in our imports from J ava is 
mainly accounted for by afalling-offin the sugar trade, while 
the shrinkage in the case of China is due to the decline in 
the tea trade, An increase of yore 21 millions in our 
imports from the United States results largely from our 
augmented takings of wheat and flour. As regards South 
America, an expansion of nearly two millions in our 
imports from Brazil is accounted for by the high prices 

of coffee, and by our much larger takings of cotton from

Tue Inp1an Wueat Cror.—The first reports. for. 
season of 1887-8 have been received from the: 
Departments. of Land Records. and Agriculture, and |} 
the following particulars. Rene the prospects: {{ 
of the winter sowings. of at are publisbed Dy jj 
the Indian Government:—The wheat area int 
Punjab, at the end of November last, was 
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{ the young crop was progressing very well, and no injury 
| had been caused anywhere, though the winter rains, then 
overdue, were urgently needed. Later reports show that 
| the prospects of the crop at the end of December were 
| good, that there had been a few showers in parts of the 
|| province during the latter half of the month, but insufli- 
cient to be of any great benefit to the crops, and that rain 
| is now urgently required throughout the province. In 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the area placed 
under wheat is about the same as last year's area (4,962,900 
acres). The sowings have germinated well, and prospects 
up to the 10th December were generally promising. From 
later reports, it has been gathered that at the end of 
December the crop was in good condition, and irrigation 
had commenced. Except in the last week of December, 
there was no rain duri _ — in the en ‘a 
it is now rall uired. e prospects of the whea 
in dhs Odetin! Provinese were, up to the beginning 
of ber, generally very favourable, both as regards 
the area sown and the condition of the crop. In Chattis- 
garh alone, where the October rain was insufficient in 
parts, is the area understood to be below the mark. From 
other sources, it is learnt that the condition of the crop 
continues good, and that the rain which fell at the end 
of the month was beneficial to the young wheat. 
In the Bombay Presidency the area under wheat at the 
end of November was estimated at 2,150,000 acres; 
sowings, were, however, at that date still proceeding, and 
the estimate is, therefore, likely to be exceeded. Pros- 
were, on the whole, good in the beginning of 
mber, though in the act the ‘crop had been 
attacked by rust in places. Later information shows that 
at the end of December the c-op was in good condition. 
In Berar the wheat area is estimated at 872,240 acres, or 
2 per cent. above the average. The young crops at the 
end of December were thriving well, and prospects were 
oe In Central India, Rajputana, Hyderabad, and 
ysore, the condition and prospects of the wheat crop, as 
far as can be gathered at the present date, are promising. 
The general condition of other food-grains and non- 
edible crops sown at this season appears to be good, and 
there is no reason at present to apprehend any diminution 
in the proportion of the wheat harvest available for expor-

Tue Burma Rice Cror.—The official report up to 31st 
December, 1887, is as follows:— The pot "actually 
planted and bearing a crop shows a decrease of 27,373 
acres, as compared with the area reported last month. 
The estimate of the crop is 2 annas less in Akyab on an 
area of 400,000 acres, and 3 annas less in Shwegyin, on an 
area of 104,000 acres, than was reported last month. On 
the other hand, in Bassein the estimate has been raised on 
478,000 acres from 12 to 18 annas, and in Amherst on 
271,000 acres from 12 to 14 annas. It is now estimated 
that there is a 16-anna crop on 18 per cent. of the entire 
cultivated area, a 14-anna crop on 47 per cent., a 13-anna 
crop on 27 per cent., and a 12-anna crop on 8 per cent. It 
is believed that there will be available for rt, including 
what will be required for Upper Burma, 930,000 tons of 
rice, 7 20,000 tons less than what was estimated last 
month.”

Our Prosaste Corron Suprry.—On this subject 
Messrs Ellison and Co., in their monthly report, write as 
follows: —‘‘ At the moment the most current belief is that 
the American crop will not fall short of 6,800,000 bales, 
nor the East Indian shipments sink below 1,500,000 
bales; but many good authorities think both of these 
estimates too high, and if they should prove to be correct, 
a rise in values may be regarded as certain to take place. 
It is the belief that the foregoing estimates will be 
reached which has caused the fall from 5d to 53d, and 
aside from the influence of outside causes or speculative 
operations, which may temporarily depress the market, 
it seems very likely that 54d discounts an American 
supply of 6,800,000 bales. The statistical position is one 
of considerable strength, and it will increase in potency 
as the season advances. ‘There is less cotton available for 
the balance of the season, with an American crop of 
6,800,000 bales, than there was twelve months ago, and 
it follows that we might easily witness a repe- 
tition of last year’s rise in prices, the more 8 
as the position of spinners, in the matter of margin, 18 
much more satisfactory than it was at any time last season. 
In our annual report we estimated that out of an American 
crop of 6,800,000 bales Europe would get 4,450,000 bales. 
As 2,431,000 bales have already been imported, there 
remain 2,019,000 bales to receive between the end of 
January and the close of September. Out of the probable 
import of 1,500,000 bales from India 174,000 bales have 
been received, leaving 1,326,000 bales yet to come. Of 
870,000 bales estimated imports from sundries, 455, 
bales have already arrived, leaving 415,000 bales yet to 
arrive.
